Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative contacted the Examiner requesting 
clarification of Remarks in the Advisory Action mailed 16 February 2006. Specifically, the Examiner stated that the 
term "paved surface" encompassed surfaces paved with sand and gravel. Applicant's representative directed the 
Examiner to review the Specification on page 3 at lines 25 through 29. The Examiner noted that Applicant expressly 
teaches "laid stones" as being within the scope of the invention. Applicant's representative argued that the Examiner 
would be stretching the term "laid stones" to include paved surfaces of sand and gravel. The Examiner disagreed and 
stated that limitations in the Specification are not read into the claims, further noting that if Appicant intends for the term 
"paved suface" to be limited to aspahit, for example, then the claims should be amended to state so or Applicant 
should clearly state so on the record. 
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
